Israel denies involvement 

12 killed in explosion 
in S. Lebanese mosque

Shi'ite hostility against Israel 
reached a new high in South 
Lebanon yesterday following a 
midday blast in the mosque in the 
village of Maarake which killed 
12 people, including two leading 
local members of the Shi'ite 
Amal militia. Twenty-five others 
were wounded. 

Israel has categorically denied in- 
volvement in the blast, with the 
coordinator of Israeli activities m 
Lebanon. Uri Lubrani. saying on 
Israel TV last night that it was prob- 
ably the result of “inter-Ama! rival- 
ry*’ 

Lubrani went on to core that be 
saw no reason to “cease or restrict" 
Israel's security operations in hostile 
Shi'ite villages' following yesterday's 
blast, noting that these tire essential 
to safeguard the lives of Israeli sol- 
diers in Lebanon. 

The explosion occurred in an 
office used by the local branch of 
Amal, on the second floor of the 
mosque, where a meeting was being 
attended by several local militia 
commanders. 

These included Mohammad 
5a ‘ad. one of the leading militiamen 
in the area, believed to have been 
responsible for mam 1 recent attacks 
on Israeli troops in the South, and 
Khalil Jeradi, who only the day be- 
fore had vowed that the Shi'ites 
would cany their fight across the 
border into the Galilee villages if 
Israeli action against Shi’ite villages 
in Southern Lebanon persisted. 
Sa'ad and Jeradi were both killed in 
the blast. 

Local villagers and Shi'ite leaders 
in Beirut, including Amal chief 
Nabih Bern and Lebanon's Shi'a 
Sheikh Mehdi Shamseddin. blamed 
Israel for the explosion, while Presi- 
dent Amin Jemayel called it the 
ambassadors of the five permanent 
members of the UN Security Council 
to protest “the painful incident at 
Maarake” and to ask them to back 
Lebanon’s current Security Council 


complaint against Israel's conduct in 
South Lebanon. 

The IDF spokesman last night 
emphatically denied that Israeli 
troops had been anywhere in the 
region of Maarake. He said reports 
that Israel had prevented medical 
aid from reaching the area were 
“vindictive and fake." 

It was also learned last night that 
the IDF offered to evacuate the 
wounded to Ram bam Hospital in 
Haifa, in IDF helicopters, but Unifil 
officers did not accept the offer. 

The Maarake explosion was 
caused by a charge placed on the 
mosque's roof above the Amal 
offices on the second floor, security- 
forces in the South said. 

Villagers said when the bomb 
went off a meeting was under way on 
how to distribute relief supplies in 
the village following an Israeli siege. 
Among the dead were - in addition 
to the two Amal commanders. 
Muhammad Sa'ad and Jeradi - Dr. 
Khalil Atwi. a noted Tyre physician, 
and Ahmed Rouhiyeh. head of the 
government-run social relief agency 
in Tyre. 

French Unifil troops ringed the 
mosque after the blast. They held 
hands in a cordon to block crying and 
screaming onlookers from entering 
so that rescuers could do their job. 

The explosion came a day after 
Israeli forces ended a 24-hour siege 
that subjected Maarake to the 
largest in a chain of raids Israeli 
troops mounted in the past two 
weeks to curb terror attacks. 

Lebanon’s state radio accused 


Israel of engineering the midday 
explosion in Maarake. which has 
been a centre of Shi'ite Moslem 
opposition to the Israeli occupation 
east of Tyre. 

“Israel committed a new crime, a 
new massacre, in the occupied 
South." the state radio said. 
“Occupation forces have destroyed 
the mosque of Maarake over wor- 
shippers who have been attending a 
religious ceremony." 

Amal leader Bern also implied 
that Israel was to blame, telling a 
Beirut news conference after the 
blast that Lebanon's Shi'as would 
escalate their resistance against the 
Israeli occupation. He described 
Maarake as “the volcano of patriot- 
ism w hose sacred torch will never be 
extinguished by Israeli terrorism." 

The spiritual head of Lebanon's 
Shi'ite community. Sheikh Sbam- 
seddin. called a separate news con- 
ference in Beirut at which he urged 
Moslems throughout the Arab world 
to band together in a “defensive holy 
war" against the Israeli occupation. 

In Maarake itself, villagers cate- 
gorically blamed Israel for the blast, 
and went through the streets shout- 
ing “Allah akbar” - God is Great - 
which has become the rallying cry of 
Shi'ite resistance in South Lebanon. 
Some of them told Reuters that the 
Israelis bad planted the bomb during 
Saturday's raid. 

In Tyre, a few kilometres to the 
west, people gathered at the Jebel 
Amel hospital to give blood to the

8 attacks on IDF in South Lebanon 


METULLA. - There were eight 
attacks on Israeli forces in South 
Lebanon yesterday - a number that 
indicates terrorists are stepping op 
their activities - but no IDF casual- 
ties. Most of the attacks were in the 
Tyre region, some in areas recently 
searched by the IDF. 

Three Katyusha rockets were 
fired yesterday evening at an IDF 
outpost at the Kassemiye Bridge on 
theLitani River.. 


In Bidias, a village east of Tyre 
that has recently been searched, 
gunmen yesterday fired rocket- 
propelled grenades and light arms at 
an IDF outpost every few hours. 
RPG and light arms fire were also 
directed at the Liaison Unit and the 
Border Patrol headquarters in Tyre, 
and roadside explosives went off 
near rDF patrols passing Abbasiya 
and near the IDFs headquarters in 
Tyre. 


Rabin says: 

*No peace for the Shi’ites if none for us’

METULLA. - The “Iron Fist” poli- 
cy of the IDF in South Lebanon is 
meant to make dear to the Shi'ites 
there that “you have a choice: either 
we both live together in peace, or 
you won’t have any peace.” Defence 
Minister Rabin said yesterday in a 
meeting with local leaders here. 

He added that attempts at dia- 
logue with the Shi’ites in the past 
year have brought no results. Ninety 
per cent of attacks against the IDF in 
south Lebanon are perpetrated by 
Shi’ite or ocher non-Palestinian gun- 
men, Rabin said. 

On the timing of the IDPs second 
withdrawal from the region, Rabin 
said it now depends on logistics 
alone. 

The decision to withdraw from 
Lebanon, Rabin said, “is unilateral. 


and there has been no coordination 
or agreement with any dement, cer- 
tainly not with Syria. The situation, 
as far as Syria goes, is quite the 
opposite: Syria today is interested in 
provoking terrorism against Israel," 

“What will happen [when we with- 
draw from the eastern sector]? I 
don’t deal in hypotheticals.” he 
added. 

The defence minister promised 
the local leaders that the govern- 
ment would do all it could to help 
northern settlements out of their 
economic straits, commenting: “It 
would be absurd for us to have spent 
nearly three years in Lebanon in 
order to defend the northern settle- 
ments, and yet not do what must be 
done to bolster them economically 
and socially." 

Premier Peres, speaking to high- 


school pupils in Eilat yesterday, said 
that the iron fist policy “may have a 
detrimental effect in die long term. 
But an army must defend itself, and 
the country must allow the army, 
both soldiers and commanders, to 
defend themselves," 

Vice Premier Shamir said in Tel 
Hai yesterday that this policy must 
continue as long as Shi'ites use vil- 
lages as bases for attacks on the IDF. 

And in Tel Aviv, Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon said 
that “it is inconceivable that Israel 
will allow any Shi’ites to attack Jew- 
ish settlements on the northern bor- 
der or anywhere eke." 

Sharon was replying to a question 
from an Israel Radio interviewer on 
Shi'ite leader Nabih Beni’s threat to 
attack the Galilee if Israel continues 
to clamp down in South Lebanon. 


No-confidence motions I U.S. welcomes withdrawal move

Israel and Lebanese officials. 


MKs raise funds in U.S. for terror suspects

Two MKs have come back from 
the U.S. with pledges of 570,000 for 

the families of suspects in the Jewish 

terror case. 

Deputy Knesset Speaker Meir 
Cohen- Avidov (Likud) told The 
Jerusalem Post that be and Tehiya 
leader Yuval Ne'eman had raised 
the money in five days of meetings in 
New York and Miami. 

Much of the sum was raised in 
synagogues and at private meetings 
over Friday evening and Shabbai, 
Cohen- Avidcv said. The cheques 
and cash were to be paid in after die 
Shabbai, to a fond called Keren 
Hebron, winch is registered in the 
U.S. as a tax-deductible charity, he 
said. 

Cohen-Avidov said he explained 
at the meeting he addressed that the 
donations would go to help pay the 
legal costs of the underground sus- 
pects and to support, the suspects’ 
dependents. 

“Should the suspects be convicted 
and sentenced, I know that I can go 
back to those same American Jews 
and ask them to mount a mass cam- 


paign to ask for a presidential par- 
don here, or at least leniency,” he 
said. 

Coben-Avidov said: “I got phone 
calls from acquaintances in Montreal 
and Caracas, asking me to come over 
and speak there too for Keren Heb- 
ron.” 

He added: “They asked me how 
Jews could possibly put other Jews 
behind bars. I explained that Israel 
has a rule of law and these young 
people have been charged with 
violating the law. We talked about 
the Martin Goetz vigilante subway 
shooting and the way people are 
liable to react when they feel they 
don't have the full protection of the 
law." 

He said: “I told my audiences that 
the children of the suspects are ’liv- 
ing orphans.’ And they made their 
pledges."

The Health Ministry spokesman 
said yesterday that the ministry firm- 
ly. guarantees access to qualified 
medical care to all citizens whether

IBA votes to extend TV 


by one hour on Saturdays

In spite of the opposition of chair- 
man Micha Yinon. the management 
committee of the Israel Broadcast- 
ing Authority yesterday voted to 
extend Saturday viewing time on 
Israel Television by an hour. 


From this Saturday onwards, 
t ransmi ssion is to commence at 4 
p.m. instead of 5 p.m. as at present. 

The move to start broadcasting 
earlier was based on recommenda- 
tions made by IBA director-general 
Uri Porat (who is also acting director 
of ITV) and TV Arabic Department 
head Yosef Bar-El. 


Yinon, who intends to take his 
objections to the IBA plenum, is 
annoyed feat toe extra time has been 


reserved for feature films. Vinen. a 
Sabbath observer, argued that it is 
unfair to religious viewers to screen 
feature films both on Friday night 
and Saturday afternoon. 

The first ‘of the Saturday after- 
noon features is to be Victor Hugo's 
Les Miserahles (with Arabic subti- 
tles). 

In its discussions on the IBA 
budget for the new fiscal year, the 
management committee discussed 
reducing the IBA staff load from 
1.600 to 1,400. but did not come to 
any definite conclusion. 

The Civil Service Commission 
suggested some months ago that 
IBA employment regulations be 
changed and that 200 fobs be made 
obsolete.

Bill on Comptroller 
passes first reading 


Tne state comptroller will be 
elected by toe Knesset in a secret 
ballot - as is the president under the 
Basic Law: State Comptroller, 
which passed its first reading in the 
Knesset yesterday. 

Under the present law. which toe 
basic law will replace, the Stale 
Comptroller is nominated by the 
Knesset House Committee and 
appointed by the president. 

The second major change is the 
provision that the state comptroller 
may not sene more than two con- 
secutive five-year terms. Former 
comptroller Yitzhak Nebenzahl 
served four consecutive terms. 

David Ubai (Alignment), chair- 
man of the State Control Commit- 
tee. followed by some later speak- 
ers. objected to Article 5 of toe new 
bill, which reads: “The state com- 
ptroller shall act by virtue of the 
authority of the Knesset, shall fulfil 
his duties solely in accordance with 
his own discretion, and is not subject - 
to the authority of the government. “ 

Libai contended that the wording 
of toe present law is preferable: 
“The state comptroller shall be re- 
sponsible to the Knesset alone, and 
shall be independent of the govern- 
ment.” The proposed change might 
be interpreted as meaning that toe 
Knesset may impose tasks on the 
comptroller, and that only within the 
limits of those tasks shall he act in 
accordance with his own discretion . ” 

In his reply to toe debate. Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim said that it 
was precisely to emphasize the com- 
ptroller's independence that the new- 
wording had been employed. 

Nissim said that the Basic Law: 
The Government says that toe gov- 
ernment is responsible to the Knes- 
set. And that version creates the 
government's dependence on the 
Knesset and establishes the Knes- 
set's righi to criticize the govem- 


to specify the personal responsibility 
of public officials for particular 
shortcomings. 

Making toe same point. Haim 
Ramon (Alignment 1 said that the 
comptroller's failure to name names 
can result in the same official doing 
toe wrong thing year after year and 
getting away with it.

SANTIAGO (AP). - At least 124 
people were killed yesterday is a 
major earthquake that struck a 
1 300-kDometre stretch of central 
Chile Sunday night, crumbling 
houses in villages, rocking skyscrap- 
ers in the capital and cutting com- 
munications lines. The government 
said yesterday some 2.000 people 
were injured. 

Santiago and the Pacific coast 
cities of Valparaiso and Vina del 
Mar- with a combined population of 
about six million - appeared to be 
hardest hit by the quake. 

The National Earthquake In- 
formation Centre in Golden. Col- 
orado. said the quake measured 7.4 
on the Richter scale. Within six 
hours. Santiago residents had felt 
about 4S aftershocks, some of them 
so strong they rocked highrises. and 
milder tremors continued through 
the night. - 

People camped among the debris 
in citv streets as authorities warned 


that walls in many, of the adobe 
homes ini towns near Santiago woe 
cracked and might collapse in the 
aftershocks. 

When the quake struck Santiago, 
thousands of people ran screaming 
from their homes and broken glass 
showered the streets. 

Ten people died when the front, 
section of a church collapsed during 
mass in San Bernardo, just outside 
Santiago, the capital's governor- 
said. 

The quake shook Santiago for 
about five minutes. Jose Carcamo. 
who lives on the sixth floor of a 
downtown Santiago apartment 
building, said: “All of a sadden, this 
huge cloud of reddish dost came 
from nowhere. [ thought it was the 
end of the world.** 

Chilean officials said the quake's 
epicentre was 40 kilometres off the 
coastal resort chy of Alearrobo.

LONDON (AP). - Britain's striking 
coal miners, still proud and defiant 
despite the end of their nearly year- 
long walkout, made plans yesterday 
for a mass march hack to work. 

But two mining regions - Scotland 
and the small Kent coalfield in 
southeast England - refused to join 
the return to work until management 
agrees to rehire at least some of the 
miners it sacked Cor criminal off- 
ences during the strike. 

The National Union of Minewor- 
kers on Sunday ordered its members 
to go back into the mines today, 
ending Britain's longest and most 
violent national strike a week short 
of its anniversary. 

Union President Arthur Scargill 
vowed yesterday that miners wfll 
carry cm their battle against the 
National Coal Board's plans to close 
unprofitable mines. 

The coal board, which runs Bri- 


tain's 174 state-owned mines, re- 
ported that more than 900 strikers 
yesterday acted before the union's 
planned return to work, going back 
into the mines for the first time since 
the strike began last March 12. 

More than 52 per cent of the 
National Union of Mineworkers* 
membership of 186.000 was at work 
yesterday, the board said. 

In Yorkshire and South Wales 
iocal onion officials were drawing up 
plans for a triumphant march back 
through the mine gates this morning.

Food prices up in Poland 
despite union’s opposition 


WARSAW (AP). - Polish author- 
ities raised some food prices an aver- 
age of 35 per cent yesterday, and 
| Solidarity leader Lech Walesa said 
he would support any worker pro- 
l tests against the hikes. 

Bread, rice, tea and some dairy 
products all went up in this first price 
rise in 15 months, but the impact was 
softened by higher old-age pensions 
! and income supplements for almost 
1 1 million people. 

Walesa, the leader of Poland's 
outlawed trade union; movement. 

: vowed to take part. in any demon- 
1 strations that may occur at the Lenin 
Shipyard in Gdansk, where he works 
as an electrician. 

But the union chief emphasized he 
was not urging supporters to protest 
the government-imposed increases. 

The move came less than a week 
after the government scrapped plans 
for across-the-board increases in the 


face of opposition from both Solidar- 
ity and Roland's official trade un- 
ions. 

“This was a deception by (author- 
ities) .'* said Walesa.

The price of an average loaf went 
up from the equivalent of 14 to 19 
U-S. cents, a kilo of flour from 21 to 
JO cents and a ftiJo-Qf rice front 32 to .

Ethiopian rebels free French airmen 


ADDIS ABABA (Reuter). - Ethio- 
pian rebels yesterday freed un- 
harmed five French Air Force crew- 
men who had been seized on Sunday 
along with their wheat-carrying car- 
go plane while on a famine relief 
mission, a French Embassy spokes- 
man said. 

The plane had carried eight tons of 
wheat for thousands of people in the 
northern town of Lalibela. 

Diplomats in Addis Ababa said on 
Sunday that four foreign medical 
staff of the Medicine without Fron- 
tiers volunteer relief organization 
had also been abducted in the epi- 
sode. 

But officials in Paris and in 
Ethiopia said yesterday that the 
medical workers, initially thought to 
have been aboard the Transal cargo 
plane, were not on it and were never 
involved in the drama. 


A spokesman for the organization 
said be had learned that the rebels 
had seized the wheat but this could 
not be immediately confirmed. 

Diplomats in Ethiopia said they 
were fairly sure the rebels belonged 
to the Tigrav People's Liberation 
Front, which is fighting the central 
government, seeking more auton- 
omy. . 

The five airmen were unharmed 
and in good health and returned to 
Addis Ababa yesterday on board 
their plane, the French Embassy 
spokesman said. 

The capture of the French aircraft 
was the first time the rebels had 
seized any of the western air force 
planes ferrying food aid between 
Ethiopia's ports and far-flung relief 
centres as part of a major interna- 
tional relief effort. “ “■ 


Shark tears woman in half as children watch 


ADELAIDE. Australia (Reuter). -

Anzus summit is cancelled 
as controversy escalates 


CANBERRA (AP). - Australian 
I Prime Minister Bob Hawke said 
, yesterday that the annual Anzus 
summit has been postponed inde- 
finitely and the alliance has virtually 
ceased because of the dispute be- 
tween the U.S. and New Zealand 
over nuclear warships. 

"Australia has decided it is neces- 
sary to announce the postponement 
of Ifts Anzus council meeting," 
Hawke said in a statement cal ling off 
the conference which has been held 
every year of the 33-year-old pact’s 
history. 

In Wellington. New Zealand’s 
Acting Prime Minister Geoffrey Pal- 
mer said the New- Zealand govern- 
men: "regretted” the postpone- 
ment. But he added, “it will allow 
the dust to settle.” 

The Australia-New Zealand-U.S. 
(Anzus) pact has been thrown into 
chaos after New Zealand prime 
Minister David Lange announced a 
ban on nuclear-armed and nuclear- 
powered warships ami Washington 


withdrew from Anzus war exercises 
in protest. 

“In so for as Anzus ts a trilateral 
relationship, virtually nothing of it is 
operative now.” Hawke later told 
journalists.

THE REPORT found that almost 
the entire increase in settlers in the 
last two years occurred in larger, 
well-established settlements.

“The current government is com- 
mitted to maintaining the sterna quo.

This growth is now 
automatic, and is the product of a 
whole network of factors which are 
no longer directly controlled by the 
government. Private and public 
companies develop the settlements 
and sell their flats on the open mar- 
ket, and that no longer depends on 
this or that cabinet decision.

The new legislation orders coron- 
ers to delay post-marten examina- 
tions for 48 hours upon notification 
that the deceased had put his or her 
objections on record-m a signed and 
witnessed- document. Once the 
document is produced, coroners are 
enjoined from performing an autop- 
sy unless a judge grants special 
permission. 

Exceptions are permitted upon 
reasonable suspicion by the coroner 
that death was due to a criminal act 
or a contagious disease constituting a 
public health hazard. 

Agndat Israel based its campaign 
on toe Constitutional guarantee of 
religious freedom and its California 
spokesman, Rabbi Chaim Schnur, 
noted that “according to Talmudic 
law the body has sanctity even after 
death and unnecessary tempering 
with it is not to be allowed.” 

Rabbi Schnur added that the 
Orthodox community (which repre- 
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sents about 10 per cent of Los 
Angeles Jewry) “is grateful that the 
fundamental right to observe our 
unique religious tradition has finally 
been recognized and safeguarded in 
California law.” 

Similar Jegislation has already 
been enacted Tn'tbe states of New 
York and New Jersey. 

FELICIA GRUNFEDER. who as a 
four-year-old was smuggled out of 
the Warsaw Ghetto, has won her 
long battle to prevent the U.S. gov- 
ernment and the State of California 
from cutting. her disability benefits 
because she receives reparation pay- 
ments from Germany for her war- 
time suffering. 

Born in 1939. Grunfeder escaped 
likely death in 1943 when her parents 
hid her in a coffin and lifted it over a 
fence separating the Warsaw Jewish 
cemetery from toe Polish one. The 
little girl lived with a Catholic family 
for a year, but in 1944 she and ber 
adopted family were arrested and 
sent to the Rote-Rose concentration 
camp. 

Her real father, meanwhile, was 
killed by the Nazis and her mother 
shipped to a prison camp in Austria. 
Liberated by the Allies in 1945, 
Felicia was reunited with ber mother 
and both moved to Los Angeles in 
1949. 

Because of heT wartime experi- 
ences. Grunfeder. now 45, has been 
unable to work and has required 
constant psychiatric supervision. 
She was partially supported by a 
monthly SI 19 disability check from 
the U.S. Social Security Administra- 
tion. 

Four years ago. the government 
stopped sending toe checks upon 
learning that Grunfeder was receiv- 
ing monthly reparation payments 
from toe West German government, 
worth $228 at toe time but only S173 
at the current exchange rate. The 
German payments, when counted as 
income, made Grunfeder ineligible 
for the U.S. government aid. 

In reversing a lower court decision 
upholding toe government claim, 
the U.S. Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals has now restored Grunfed- 
er’s Social Security benefits by ruling 
that toe German reparations would 
not be counted as income but as 
“amends for past injustices and hor- 
rors perpetrated on her by the 
Nazis.” 

Writing for toe majority in the 7-4 
ruling, U.S. Circuit Judge Hany 
Pregerson stated: 

“Our decision is in harmony with 
Congress' desire to provide some 
solace to toe victims of one of human 
history’s terrible tragedies... These 
(German) payments are not de- 
signed to support basic needs, but to 
assuage psychological wounds that 
will never heal." 

It is estimated that toe court ruling 
will benefit some 5,000 of the 50,000 
Holocaust survivors living in the 
U.S. 

The court’s decision represented 
Gmnfeder’s second victory in recent 
months. In September, California 
Governor Deukmejian signed into 
law a measure restoring her full 
benefits under Medi-Cal, the state's 
medical assistance programme for 
low-income individuals. 

Using - the same reasoning as the 
federal judge, toe new California 
law bars state agencies from count- 
jogreparation payments as earnings 
when determining Medi-Cal eligibU- 


level while in practice maintaining 
the status quo, which favours expan- 
sion of existing settlement com- 
plexes and militates against territo- 
rial compromise. 

“Talk of tbe settlements withering 
away is nonsense.” says Benvenisri. 
In addition he maintains, the growth 
of the metropolitan-area settler 
population has an undeniable poli- 
tical effect on tbe Israeli electorate. 
While the Gush Emunim settlers are 
creating their own political and eco- 
nomic infrastructure - embodied in 
their "quasi-independent” regional 
councils, toe less ideological sub- 
urban settlers are naturally averse to 
any talk of territorial compromise, 
which they fear could deprive them 
of their homes. Many of them, for 
these personal reasons, join the 
Likud camp when they move across 
the Green Line. 

BUT BEYOND the electoral im- 
plications. Benvenisri detects an un- 
readiness in government circles to 
stem what he believes is the tide 
Honing against a territorial settle- 
ment. 

He is pessimistic about what some 
consider to be encouraging figures in 
his report - the sparse settler popula- 
tion in most of the West Bank, which 
could make it easier to return those 
areas in a potential political settle- 
ment. 

"The number of people isn’t the 
determining factor, but rather the 
political will.” That will is lacking, 
and Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin has given tbe West Bank a 
lower priority than the more press- 
ing problems of Lebanon and the 
economy. Meanwhile, the govern- 
ment continues to create ballast 
against any momentum on the issue. 

“The question isn’t if in a territo- 
rial compromise the less ideological 
suburban settlers will be more will- 


ity for Holocaust survivors. 

In both cases. Grunfeder was rep- 
resented by Bet Tzedek (“House of 
Justice”), which provides free legal 
help to low income people and is 
supported by the Jewish community. 

A JEWISH-OWNED import firm 
has successfully challenged tbe poli- 
cy of a Christian-oriented business 
directory that required advertisers to 
affirm that they were “born-again” 
Christians and had accepted Jesus 
Christ as their personal saviour. 

Tbe policy was challenged by 
David Pines and George Aronek, 
two Jewish businessmen who wanted 
to advertise their Grecian Art Tiles 
import firm in the directory, and by 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith. 

In ruling for the plaintiff, the state 
Court of Appeal agreed unanimous- 
ly that requiring advertisers to be of 
a particular religious belief was a 
discriminatory business practice. 

Although toe ruling undeniably 
infringes on the directory publishers' 
freedom of association “by requiring 
them to do business with non- 
Christians despite their preference 
to the contrary,” wrote Justice 
Arm and Arabian, “that infringe- 
ment is amply justified by the com- 
pelling state interest in eradicating 
invidious discrimination.” 


ing than others to give up their

we’ll even reach that point.” 

He says the Alignment no longer 
considers the Jordan Valley part of 
toe area under discussion, and its 
consensus with the likud on toe 
West Bank Dormitory Communities 
leaves only a narrow strip of territory 
about which to negotiate. 

As increasing numbers of people 
move into these communities, be 
says, cabinet ministers who oppose 
further settlement are caught in an 
insoluble dilemma. If they give the 
settlers government services, they 
legitimize their presence, and if they 
cut them off. they risk accusations of 
neglecting their duty to their consti- 
tuents. 

Benvenisri talks about a “snow- 
ball effect” which is rapidly pushing 
matters to the point of no return. 
The situation requires immediate 
decisions, because preserving the 
status quo means toe continued iner- 
tial growth of toe large settlements. 
“The Gush Emunim settlers have 
won.” he says. “They've pushed the 
majority to the brink of catas- 
trophe.” 

Despite his ominous prophetic 
tone. Benvenisri insists that he wants 
to de-mystify the whole issue of 
settlement and view it through tbe 
sober perspective of dry facts and 
figures. He wants to "de-politieize 
toe issues.” to steer it away from toe 
geo-strategic to the demo- 
geographic, urban level.” 

But even in purely numerical 
terms, Beovenisti's figures are lower 
than those released by toe World 
Zionist Organization and the settlers 
themselves. The WZO settlement 
department puts the current number 
of West Bank settlers at 50,000, the 
Judea and Samaria Settlers Council 
at about 52,000. 

“Every side finds what is conve- 
nient for it in my figures, ” Benvenis- 
ti says. “The settlers say my numbers 
are too small, and toe doves say I’m 
exaggerating. Tm just a mirror they 
want to break.” 


A KOSHER BUTCHER, caught 
red-banded in trying to sell non- 
kosher meat to an undercover inves- 
tigator, has been charged with three 
offences by the California Attorney 
General’s office.

G & L and its owner, Nosi Tcha- 
man, have been charged with decep- 
tive advertising, unfair business 
practices and intent to defraud the 
public.

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124 die as quake hits central Chile 


SANTIAGO (AP). - At least 124 
people were killed yesterday in a 
major earthquake that struck a 
1.300-kiIomerre stretch of central 
Chile Sunday night, crumbling 
houses in villages, rocking skyscrap- 
ers in the capital and cutting com- 
munications lines. The government 
said yesterday some 2.000 people 
were injured. 

Santiago and the Pacific coast 
cities of Valparaiso and Vina del 
Mar - with a combined population of 
about six million - appeared to be 
hardest hit by the quake. 

The National Earthquake In- 
formation Centre in Golden. Col- 
orado. said the quake measured 7.4 
on the Richter scale. Within six 
hours. Santiago residents bad felt 
about 43 aftershocks, some of them 
so strong they rocked highrises. and 
milder tremors continued through 
the night. 

People camped among the debris 
in dry streets as authorities warned 


that walls in many of the adobe 
homes in towns near Santiago were 
cracked and might collapse in the 
aftershocks. 

When the quake struck Santiago, 
thousands of people ran screaming 
from their homes and broken glass 
showered the streets. 

Ten people died when the front 
section of a church collapsed during 
mass in San Bernardo, just outside 
Santiago, the capital’s governor 
said. 

The quake shook Santiago for 
about five minutes. Jose Cazcamo. 
who lives -on the sixth floor of a 
downtown Santiago apartment 
building, said: “All of a sudden, this 
huge cloud of reddish dust came 
from nowhere. I thought it was the 
end of the world.” 

Chilean offidals said the quake's 
epicentre was 40 kilometres off the 
coastal resort dry of Algarrobo. 142 
.km. northwest of Santiago. 

President Augusto Pinochet 


yesterday announced the appoint- 
ment of a committee to coordinate 
assistances the homeless and called, 
on Chileans “to show soUdan tywtb 
your brothers who have been fait by 

tragedy.” 

Electrical power was knocked out 
and telephone lines. were, jammed, 
making it difficult to gather informa- 
tion. In Santiago, dectriri ty^^ res- 
tored after an outage of rre^t&TM 
hours- . 

A Santiago police spokesman said 
there was little looting, and in Val- 
paraiso authorities said they would 
deal severely with looters. . 

People across the Andes Moun- 
tains m. Argentina also felt the 
quake, especially the foothill dries 
of Mendoza. San Juan and Tucu- 
man. but no. casualties or major 
damage were reported. Some resi- 
dents of high-rise apartment build- 
ings in Buenos Aires. 966 km. east of 
the Chilean border, reported slight 
movements. . 


Two mining regions vote to stay out 


LONDON ( AP). - Britain's striking 
coal miners, still proud and defiant 
despite the end of their nearly year- 
long walkout, made plans yesterday 
for a mass march back to work. 

But two mining regions - Scotland 
and the small Kent coalfield in 
southeast England - refused to join 
the return to work until management 
agrees to rehire at least some of the 
miners it sacked for criminal off- 
ences during the strike. 

The National Union of Mine wor- 
kers on Sunday ordered its members 
to go back into the mines today, 
ending Britain's longest and most 
violent national strike a week short 
of its anniversary. 

L'nion President Arthur Scargill 
vowed yesterday that miners will 
carry on their battle against the 
National Coal Board's plans to close 
unprofitable mines. 

The coal board, which runs Bri- 


tain's 174 state -owned mines, re- 
ported that more than 900 strikers 
yesterday acted before the union's 
planned return to work, going back 
into the mines for the first time since 
the strike began last March 12. 

More than 52 per cent of the 
National Union of Mineworkers* 
membership of 186.000 was at work 
yesterday, the board said. 

In Yorkshire and South Wales 
local union officials were drawing up 
plans for a triumphant march back 
through the mine gates this morning. 

But in Scotland and Kent, meet- 
ings of shop stewards voted to re- 
main on strike. Scottish area chief 
Michael McGahey said there is 
“tremendous bitterness and anger” 
at statements by local management 
officials ruling out an amnesty for 
strikers. 

ScargjR. in a relaxed mood as he 
appeared on a morning television 


re. said his men should go 
ck to work “with your heads held 
high. You have won the greatest 
battle of all time by struggling 
against this. government's policies.” 

Although the strike was ended 
despite his objections. Scargill in- 
sisted the stoppage had been suc- 
cessful because it forced. the coal 
board to shelve plans for shutting 20 . 
unprofitable mines and cutting the 
work, force by 20.000 through attri- 
tion. and to adopt a new closure 
review procedure.' 

The onion failed, however, to 
obtain a board promise never to 
dose mines merely because they are 
losing money. 

After Sunday’s decision by the 
NUM national delegate conference, 
a relieved Prime Mhuster Thatcher 
told reporters outside her office: 
“This is a victory for common sense 
and for those who stayed at work.** 


Food prices up in Poland 
despite union’s opposition 


WARSAW (AP). - Polish author- 
ities raised some food prices an aver- 
age of 35 per cent yesterday, and 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesa said 
he would support any worker pro- 
tests against the hikes. 

Bread, rice, tea and some dairy 
products all went up in this first price 
rise in 13 months, but the impact was 
softened by higher old-age pensions 
and income supplements for almost 
11 million people. 

Walesa, the leader of Poland's 
outlawed trade- union movement, 
vowed to take part in any demon- 
strations that may occur at the Lenin 
Shipyard in Gdansk, where he works 
as an electrician. 

But the union chief emphasized he 
was not urging supporters to protest 
the government-imposed increases. 

The move came less than a week 
after the government scrapped plans 
for across-the-board increases in the 


face of opposition from both Solidar- 
ity and Poland's official trade un- 
ions. 

“This was a deception by (author- 
ities).'* said Walesa. 


Last week, he called off plans for a 
nationwide strike after the govern- 
ment said it was backing down on the 
food price issue. 

The price of an average loaf went 
up from the equivalent of 14 to 19 
U.S. cents, a kilo of flour .from 21 to 
30 cents and a kilo of rice from 32 to 
45 cents'. Fl^ur rationing was lifted at 
the same time. 


Polish workers earn an average 
16.000 zloties (SI 16) a month. 
Workers interviewed in the official 
press acknowledged the price rises 
were unpopular but echoed govern- 
ment criticisms of low productivity 
by urging Poles to cushion the effect 
by working harder.

; The dollar made a further recov- 
ery against most major currencies to 
dose here at 3.3747 German marks,

marks iriNew York on Friday. 

- • After currency trading finished in 
London, the dollar was quoted rrt 
New York as high as 3.3865 marks in 
the apparent absence of any move by 
-the Federal 'Reserve, toe U.S. cen- 
tral bank, to rein it in. 

’ . Currency traders said the dollar's 
rising trend remained unbroken de- 
spite fast week's chaotic scenes on 
the currency markets. In separate 
assaults- on' Wednesday, and Friday 
■major, central hanks, led by West 
Germany’s Bundesbank, sold sever- 
al biffion dollars in a bid to stop the 
doUarin its tracks. 


An early fillip for the British 
pound vesterday. after the year-long 
coal-tni’nine strike was called off. 
evaporated quickly. Dealers said the 
formal decision had been anticipated 
and that the pound remained vulner- 
able to signs of weaker oil prices. 

Earlier. London dealers reported 
signs of small-scale dollar selling by 
the Bundesbank, but the central 
bank was not seen in the market in 
Frankfort. 

Continued support for tbe dollar 
came from firmer U.S. interest rates 
and i belief that tbe central banks 
lack the resources ro intervene effec- 
tively to undermine the strength of 
the U.S. currency, they said. 

The British pound closed in Lon- 
don at SI. 0680, a fall of 0.65 cents 
compared with Friday's dose and 
two cents lower than its day's high. 

It was a similar story against other 
currencies. The spectre of parity 
with one British pound changing 
bands for one dollar was still alive, 
according to some dealers.

UPI said steps to restructure own- 
ership to attract new capital afready 
a re under way, including meetings 
with major suppliers, UPI’s primary 
lender and others. 

A spokesman, David Wickenden. 
said that “until now investment has 
been sought through minority equity 
in toe company, now the owners 


have said that it*s their intention to... 
open up for possible majority invest- 
ment in toe company. “ 

Asked if that meant UPI is looking 
for a buyer. Wickenden replied, 
“that would be a reasonable deduc- 
tion." 

President Luis G. Nogales and 
financial consultant Ray Wechsler 
were fired. UPI said, “to facilitate 
restructuring of the ownership." 

UPI had reported a Sl.l million 
operating profit m the fourth quarter 
of 19S4. its first since 1963. In mak- 
ing that announcement in January. 
Wickenden said the firm had re- 
venues of S 25.4m. and expenses of 
$24.3m. 

Wickenden said toe first phase of 
toe recovery programme - cost con- 
trol and austerity measures - led to 
the fourth-quarter profit.

Market makes tracks south 


TEL AVIV. - The share market 
packed its bags yesterday and 
headed due south, as the jargon for a 
market drop puts these things. The 
movement was overwhelming, and 
the main question now ferine the 
markets is whether the drop will 
become steeper in the two days of 
trading left this week' or whether 
things will level out. 

The statistics for yesterday's trad- 
ing are as bad as they could be. The 
volume dropped, declines led adv- 
ances by four to one and more shares 
fell by 5 or more per cent than rose 
by any amount. 

The bond marker, however, went 
its own sweet way. with a strong gain 
in the dollar-linked sector providing 
the basts for another one per cent 
rise in the overall index. Tbe fact 
remains, however, that the index- 
linked bonds are hardly moving, and 
without toe push from toe dollar- 
linked sector the bond market would 
be almost dead in toe water. 

The doilar-iinked bank shares, 
themselves more bonds than shares, 
fell only slightly and thereby moder- 
ated the fall in toe General Share 
Index. This fell by just over one per 
cent, while tbe non-bank index drop- 
ped almost 25 per cent. Leading the 
pack down were the service and 
trade and the oil exploration sectors, 
with drops in excess of 4.5 per cent 
each. 

Not a single sub-sector in the share 
market managed a gain of any sort. 

Once again, a review of ihe key- 
shares in each of toe main groups

shows toe trend most clearly. First 
International and FIBJ in the banks. 
Tefahot in the mortgage sector, 
Hassneh in insurance. Supersol and 
Delek in trade, ILDC. Property' & 
Building in real estate, and almost all 
the key industrial and investment 
companies were all firmly in the 
minus column. 

Explanations for the falls in the 
share market are not difficult to 
provide. For those seeking to pin 
yesterdays falls on specific news 
events. Sunday's publication of yet 
another set of appalling figures for 
the country's currency reserves 
along with the huge printing of 
money that the government is main- 
taining. are good for a start. Added 
to this can be the publicity surround- 
ing the IMF delegation here now and 
the gradual accumulation of evi- 
dence regarding toe breakdown of 
trust between the partners to the 
package deal. All these are quite 
sufficient to justify a selling wave. 

More fundamentally, there is also 
toe strong likelihood that inflation 
wit) rise and stay high, and the con- 
current conclusion that the govern- 
ment is by- no means in control of the 
economy* Then there is toe all- 
encompassing uncertainty about ev- 


erything concerning economic poli- 
cy'. All ihcse are ample grounds for 
shareholders to take profits from toe 
prolonged run-up that the market 
enjoyed over the last several 
months. 

It might be said that these trends 
have been emerging over the last two 
weeks, but if so, that was a gradual 
process. It seems that yesterday the 
downward move surfaced in full 
force.

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Disappearing dollars 

ECONOMIC observers have long suspected that there is 
something not quite believable in our foreign payments crisis, 
and that the crisis is, at least in part, artificial. 

These suspicions have now been confirmed by the highest 
authority in the land on that subject. Bank of Israel Governor 
Moshe Mandelbaum has virtually accused the Treasury of 
intentionally failing to renew long-term credit lines, and of 
drawing down the foreign currency reserves to repay debts that 
might have been recycled. 

The Treasury has, of course, vehemently denied any such 
allegations, and the governor seems to have later retracted 
some of his original criticism. The particular bank loan that was 
not renewed, he is reported to have said, may in fact not have 
been renewable. The matter was in the hands of the Treasury. 
The centra] bank was not directly involved, so the governor 
cannot be absolutely sure. 

Be that as it may, there can be little doubt that if the top 
official in charge of managing the country’s foreign reserves 
feels justified in even airing a suspicion that the Treasury has 
been manipulating the country’s foreign payments position - to 
make it look and be worse yet than it really is - then he must 
have good reasons for his action. 

One striking fact about our foreign payments difficulties has 
been the lack of any sign so far that our foreign suppliers have 
shortened the credit lines they have customarily accorded us. 
Israel, an import market of some S16 billion a year, seems to 
have remained creditworthy to its suppliers. The suppliers are 
apparently more impressed by the improvement of $ 1 billion in 
our trade balance last year, than by the drawing down of the 
reserves to service our foreign debt - which only proves that we 
can honour our commitments. 

Dr. Mandelbaum’s accusations are, however, a serious 
matter. Deliberately drawing down the reserves will make sure 
that they will vanish, because beyond a certain point their fall 
will generate a run on them at home, and at the same time 
persuade foreign bankers that our own Treasury probably 
knows best. What they will do then does not need to be 
guessed. 

What needs to be guessed is Mr. Moda’i’s purpose in 
repaying renewable long-term loans -if that is what he has been 
doing - when any other country in similar circumstances would 
make an all-out effort to consolidate its foreign debts and hold 
on to its reserves. One purpose might be to force the country 
into accepting shock treatment. Dwindling reserves are an 
excellent reason for massive devaluation - and it is no secret 
that that is what the Treasury has wanted for a long time, 
instead of the creeping devaluation provided for in the so<aUed 
Economic Stabilization Programme for which Mr. Moda’i has 
never had much taste. 

Another purpose might be to persuade tbe U.S. administra- 
tion that Israel needs immediate emergency aid. If this is what 
was behind the Treasury’s management of the reserves in 
recent months, the policy was not only wrong-headed, but 
downright destructive. It may create tbe very crisis we must do 
our utmost to avoid. It risks driving Israelis to make a run for 
foreign currency, and inducing foreign depositors to withdraw 
their cash. 

Nor is such a course likely to cut much ice in Washington, 
which knows more about what our Treasury has been doing to 
the reserves than the public in Israel is allowed to know. A 
country that permits itself to liquidate credit lines is not likely to 
be regarded as an economic basket case. 

The whole issue calls for a thorough examination by the State 
Comptroller or by a Knesset committee. Accusations of the 
kind that Governor Mandelbaum has made cannot be ex- 
punged from the record by denials from Treasury officials, nor 
can they be buried in technicalities with regard to who 
negotiated or did not negotiate with what particular bank. The 
issue is one of policy. It should be dealt with accordingly. 

Extremists in embrace 

TO ITS FRIENDS, teachers and students, Birzeit University, 
near Ramallah, is a recognized academic institution struggling, 
against heavy odds, to advance the higher education of young 
Palestinians in the occupied territories. To most Israelis, 
however, Birzeit, set up, like the other four degree-awarding 
colleges and universities now in the West Bank, with the 
sympathetic support of the Israeli authorities, is worthy of note 
only as a breeding ground for anti-Israel terrorism. 

There is some truth to both views. Birzeit's main business is 
indeed learning. But if the university' were to win any prizes it 
would not be for academic excellence but for the promotion of 
extreme Palestinian nationalism of the uncompromising rejec- 
tionist variety. 

Last Friday the security forces, on a raid of Birzeit’s two 
campuses, discovered a large collection of reading material 
dedicated to the thesis that violent rebellion against Israel is a 
young Palestinian’s chief mission in life, with gorily detailed 
instructions on bow to go about blowing Israel up from within. 
The collection was about to be put on exhibit at the university 
by Naef Hawatme’s Damascus-based Popular Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 

By way of punishment. Birzeit was closed down for at least 
one week. It is not the first such closure in tbe university's short 
but turbulent history^ How much it will help is moot. Some 
outraged Israeli rightists, both within and outside the governing 
coalition, are calling for Birzeit’s complete dissolution, for it is. 
they say, incorrigible. 

The logic of such a radical measure, however, would be to 
concede that Jews and Arabs cannot - contrary' to the 
annexationist thesis - live together in this land, certainly not 
under Israeli rule. For it is impossible to conceive of a 
Palestinian university that would not. in some degree at least, 
provide cover for the practice of Palestinian nationalist politics. 
The question - which must equally engage the opponents of 
annexation - is where to draw the line: what are to be rhe rules 
of tbe game during the lifetime of the occupation, and how they 
are to be played. 

Under present roles, newspapers and books printed legally in 
East Jerusalem, which is pan of sovereign Israel, may be 
impounded if carried across the supposedly non-existent Green 
Line into. say. Ramallah. 

But the argument for academic freedom advanced by Birzeit 
authorities cannot justify their deliberately tolerant attitude 
towards the display of savagely seditious propaganda under 
their auspices. There is no law, says the university's spokes- 
man, Albert Aghazarian, banning the possession or the reading 
of The Protocols of the Elders of Zion. True: but a uni versify, 
anywhere in the world, that were to provide a forum for the 
dissemination of that notorious anti-Semitic forgery would lose 
all academic credit. 

It is also not illegal, says Mr. Aghazarian, for someone to 
wish another person dead. Also true: but it surely is a violation 
of the law to advocate murder, and for an institution such as a 
university to sponsor, even without directly endorsing, such 
advocacy. And that is what the planned Birzeit exhibition 
amounted to. 

if Birzeit University is to resume its scholarly activities, as it 
should preferably do. its leaders will have to take a refresher 
course in social obligation. By following the path of no- 
resistance to the Palestinian extremists they will only be playing 
into the bands of their extremist Israeli counterparts. 


IN THE DISCUSSION on televi- 
sion last week about Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak’s proposal for 

peace talks -with Israelis playing the 

roles of spokesmen of Egypt. Jordan 
and the PLO as well as of their own 
country - all sounded reasonable 
and persuasive, except for oar of the 
two spokesmen for the Israeli side: 
Ronnie Milo. 

The other Israeli spokesman. 
Labour secretary-general Uzi 
Barazn. was duly cautious and gave 
no thin g away, but he managed to 
treat the opening offered at tong last 
by our enemies with proper respect. 

* Not so Ukudnik Milo. Youthful, 
dapper, pert, supercilious, he gave 
voice to the bigoted and implacable 
attitudes that were once marginal in 
Israel’s politics, and are now at the 
centre of the parliamentary scene. 

The Arabs seem ready to both 
negotiate and to recognize as a basis 
for negotiation Israel’s statehood 
within pie 1967 borders. That repre- 
sents a remarkable advance. If King 
Hussein is capable of making such a 
break with the past, the Saudi king 
cannot be far behind. 

Instead of saying yes. yes. Milo 
purses his lips and resorts to nitpick- 
ing. We will not. he says disdainful- 
ly, negotiate with the PLO - that 
bunch of murderers. They must do 
penance first. They must publicly 
and loudly revoke the provision in 
their infamous covenant that Israel 
should cease to exist, and they must 
make a renunciation of terrorism. 
Until they do these two dungs, he 
will not talk to them. 

But renunciation is what tbe nego- 
tiations are all about. The proposal 
is. peace instead of terrorism. Is he 
not putting the can before the 
horse? Besides. Mubarak is not talk- 
ing about the PLO; he suggests 
negotiations with Palestinians 
acceptable to the PLO. 

A dog with another name, ijkud- 
niks mutter darkly. Well, if M3o is 
looking for delegates who have au- 
thority to speak for the Palestinians 
yet are opponents of the PLO. be 
won’t find any. Which means that 
the only people who are actively at 
war with us at this moment are the 
people we cannot make peace with, 
because we won't talk with them. 

WHY WONT WE? Because by 
talking to the PLO we would be 
giving them recognition. On the 
other hand, by speaking with us they 

IN ANY parliamentary democracy, 
the relationship between the execu- 
tive and legislative branches tends to 
be uncertain and awkward. Accord- 
ing to democratic theory, these two 
institutions are supposed to act as 
checks and balances on each other 
(along with an independent jodici- 
ary). 

When, as in Israel, the govern- 
ment and cabinet are composed of a 
majority party (or parties in a coali- 
tion) in the parliament, the two 
institutions cannot truly be sepa- 
rated from each other- In this sense, 
the legislative branch often finds it 
difficult to establish a useful and 
independent role. The majority in 
parliament cannot act as a significant 
check on the executive, as in a real 
sense, it constitutes the latter. 

In most cases, tbe parliament 
serves as a platform for the opposi- 
tion to air its grievances and receive 
responses from tbe government- 
while this process usually does little 
to change policy, in the long term it 
can be said to keep the government 
honest, and through informed public 
debate, to preserve tbe democratic 
system. 

In Israel under a national unify 
'government, however, tbe opposi- 
tion has been reduced to fringe 
groups, and most of the debate takes 
place between the Likud and Labour 
within the cabinet. The already 
minimal role for the Knesset has 
been reduced even further, leading 
to the charge that the legislative 
body has become a mere rubber 
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would be giving Israel recognition - 
which is wbat we are after. 

That is why tbe militant wing of 
the PLO is so outraged at Arafat's 
readiness to compromise. If he does 
get to bargaining with the Zionists, 
be win have crossed the Rubicon. 
Tbe deadly Palestinian Covenant 
will be a scrap of paper. 

We should do all we can to encour- 
age Arafat to take this step; instead 
of which Milo, Israel's deputy fore- 
ign minister, conjures up every 
obstacle, every delaying tactic, as 
though he were backing Habash and 
Hawatmeh against Arafat; as though 
be wasted the Palestinian, hawks to 
prevail over the Palestinian cloves. . 

I am not suggesting that once the 
PLO starts negotiating with Israel 
they will become our blood- 
brothers. The PLO hates our guts, 
and we should not delude ourselves: 
the other Arabs do not like us any 
better - neither the Jordanians nor 
the Palestinians nor even tbe Egyp- 
tians. with whom we are ax peace. 

That is why Israel rejects any 
restoration of foe pre-1967 frontiers. 
We stand out for secure and defensi- 
ble borders as defined by our milit- 
ary strategists and embodied in tbe 
Alloa Plan. We cannot concede 
more because we know that the 
Arabs will destroy us if they can. and 
our job in negotiating a settlement is 
to make sure they can't. 

It follows that the chances. of 
achieving a peace treaty are remote. 
The Arabs want all Palestine, and so 
do we. Tbe maximum territory that 
they can bring themselves to give up 
falls far short of foe minim um that 
we mtist insist on retaining for our 
security and survival. Therefore, the 
talks will probably foil, so what has 
Milo to worry about? 

HE IS AFRAID that foe talks may 
succeed. Wbat worries him is not the 
Arabs but foe Israelis. The Labour 
Party is prepared to sacrifice terri- 
tory for peace. Suppose foe Arabs, 
by a miracle, accept the Alton Plan. 
Suppose they let Jerusalem remain 
an undivided city and Israel's capit- 
al, in exchange for independent 
borough status in East Jerusalem or 
something like that. Milo’s fear is 
that the Labour politicians may 
agree to the terms; that is. give up 
part of Eretz Yisrael. 

The Herat faction is as uncom- 
promising as tbe PLO. Just as foe 
PLO wants no vestige of Israeli rule 


in its Palestine, so MQ6 wants no 
vestige of anyfoingbut Jewish rale in 
his Eretz YIsraeL Therefore, lie nags 
at Mubarak, in the hope that foe 
Egyptian president will lose patience 
and pigeon-hole his peace-talk 
plans. 

Milo rails at tbe Egyptians for 
failing to fulfil any part of their peaoe 
treaty with Israel - regardless of the 
feet that in substance they have ful- 
filled it: Diplomatic, relations exist. 
Israeli tourists flock to Egypt and El. 
A1 runs regular Sights to Cairo. 
Egypt sells us oO. and our ships sa9 
unhindered through tbe Suez Canal. 
Above all. peace reigns with our 
hitherto most pow erful enemy. 

Another of Mild V excuses for 
staffing is. the withdrawal of the 
Egyptian ambassador. Can we really 
blame Mubarak for that? It is hard to 
imagine a more moderate reaction to 
Israel's invasion of an Arab state. 
Lebanon. Was it really a mortal sin 
for Cairo to remove one top diplo- 
mat when Israel was bombing West 
Beirut from land, sea and air? Milo 
would sot have done less if he had 
been in Mubarak's shoes. 

He insis ts that negotiations be 
confined to the procedures laid 
down in tbe Camp David agree- 
ments. Begin ’s treaty with Sadat . was 
intended to open foe way towards 
peace, not close it. Israel has called 
often enough for negotiations with- 
out pre-conditions: why impose a 
pre-condition now? One suspects 
that Milo would prefer Camp David 
without peace to peace without 
Camp David. 

NOT ONLY is Herat guilty. Avra- 
ham Sharir. a leading member of the 
party which for some mysterious 
reason calls itself “Liberal." chooses 
to be dissatisfied with the way the 
Arabs broach foe subject of peace- 
making. 

Why. he asks querulously on tbe 
radio, the surreptitious, thieves-in- 
the-mght style? Why foe theatrical- 
ity - is this a Purim masquerade? 
Governments have, be declares por- 
tentously. a different way of hand- 
ling their transaction. 

Had foe Arabs obeyed Sharir ’s 
instruction to be more explicit (by 
trumpeting out their request for 
peace tafia in the Egyptian and 
Jordanian parliaments? By sending 
an open memorandum to Peres, with 
copies to the press?), our Tourism 
Minister would no doubt have con- 
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demned that initiative as bombastic, 
tactless and quite the wrong way .to ■ 
treat so definite a subject. Cannot 
these people understand, be ivoultt 
expostulate, that diplomatic feelers 
have to be put our cautiously first? . 

Sharir’s procedural objection is so 
pointless that it is plainly not fo be 
taken at face value. He doesn't want 
to talk — neither with Husseuu nor. 
with Arafat, nor with foe Palest^ 
mans, nor with anyone else. It is a. 
pity that be uses smfoasurrcptitieus.; 
thieves-m-the-night method of tell- 
ing USSO. . " "• :

The recent government decision 
to withdraw from Lebanon has, 
however, led some opponents of this 
decision to raise this issue in foe 
Knesset, to articular, hawkish back- 
benchers from tbe Likud have 
attempted to force another vote in 
the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee, where they hoped to 
fere better than they did in foe 
gov ernm ent itself. 

In this, as in other important poli- 
tical issues, a public debate in foe 
Knesset would be a useful service. A 
vote designed to weaken or even 
reverse government decisions affect- 
ing national security, however, does 
not serve the interests of the nation 
as a whole. 

In foe American experience, in- 
tervention by too many spokesmen 
has generally led to bad foreign 
policy and allowed narrow domestic 
political interests to overwhelm 
longer-term national interests. The 
id-informed Senate debates on tbe 
SALT II nuclear arms treaty with tbe 
USSR contributed to the demise of 
foe arms control process, and in 
general, only added to the foreign 




policy confusion of the Carter pres- 
idency. While the debates in the 
Congress on the Vietnam war might 
have played a useful role, the legisla- 
tion passed by Congress that went 
against presidential policy fod not 
bring a quicker end to the war, or 
enhance foe U.S. position in the 
world. 

Similarly, while Knesset debate 
on foreign policy, and on foe Leba- 
non war and withdrawal is no doubt 
useful, votes on government policy 
would be useless at best, and prob- 
ably highly destructive to national 
security. 

MEANWHILE domestic issues that 
would seem to demand the Knesset's 
attention, and in which tins body 
oould play a useful role, are being 
ignored. Some members erf tins gov- 
ernment are apparently fofiowmg 
foe shoddy practices of their prede- 
cessors in placing party hades and 
cronies in executive positions of 
great national importance. 

In foe U.S, Congress plays a most 
useful role in screening such execu- 
tive branch a pp o in tme n ts. Ambas- 
sadors, judges, and high level 
bureaucrats, such as tbe heads of tire 
space agency and postal service.
